College Shows Twenty-Five Per 
Cent Increase

Elizabethtowi, college is a grow- 
ing institution; this year’s enroll- 
ment proves that beyond the sha- 
dow of any doubt.

This means 
an increase of twenty-five per cent 
over last year’s college enrollment.

The Academy has forty-four stu- 
dents taking regular preparatory 
work; this is a slight increase ov- 
er last year’s enrollment at a 
corresponding time. The entire 
faculty of the school numbers 
twenty-two.

The nineteen twenty-five sum- 
mer school was the largest in the 
history of E. C. A total enroll- 
ment of one hundred and eight 
students is reported.

A Pen Picture of 
Christ 


The most perfect picture of Christ 
unearthed up to the present time 
has been made public through the 
discovery some time ago of a letter 
written by Publius Lentulus, an offi- 
cer of Pontius Pilate’s court, to the 
Roman emperor, which was recently 
discovered in the library of the 
Lazarist Fathers in Rome. This let- 
ter is considered the most important 
historical document ever discovered 
regarding the personality of Jesus. 
It was written just as Christ was 
beginning his preaching through 
Judea. It reads: 

“I have learned, O Caesar, that 
you desire some information regard- 
ing the virtuous man called Jesus, 
the Christ, whom the people consider 
a prophet and his disciples regard as 
the Son of God, creator of the 
heaven and earth.

COOPERATION 


Always There In Men’s Wear 


Twenty-five years ago education, 
like medicine and law, was the busi- 
ness of specialists, and the only con- 
cern of the public was to pay the 
bill — if it could and would. The 
school was a sphere apart, related 
neither to the home whence its pu- 
pils came nor to the community into 
which they graduated. Its directors 
formed a close corporation, and th"' 
vote of the citizens was neither re- 
quired nor desired in the administra- 
tion of its affairs. 

The occasional parents who, driven 
by necessity, approached this un- 
known territory was, by reason of 
his ignorance of its laws and law- 
givers, immediately placed at a dis- 
advantage, and, therefore, went fully 
armed with weapons of offense and 
defense when invasion was unavoid- 
able. He seldom, however, penetrat- 
ed beyond the outer citadel of the 
principal’s office, save on the occa- 
sion of some festivity at which his 
place was prepared, his actions di- 
rected into the proper channels, and 
his exit as carefully timed as his 
entrance. 

To the child, home was one place; 
.school, totally unrelated to it in sys- 
tem, methods, and interests, was 
quite another; and life, that glorious 
mysterious freedom from home con- 
trol and school discipline, was the 
inducement to endure all these 
strange conflicting phases in order 
to attain eventual liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. 

To the paternal parent school was 
a necessity in accordance with his 
belief in the value of education. If 
ignorant himself, it was either an 
opportunity, if he had longed for 
instruction, or a tyranny if he 
wished his children to become wage 
earners before the law would permit. 
In either case it was something for 
which he was obliged to pay a tax, 
and it must therefore be amply sup- 
plied with funds. 

To the maternal parent, school re- 
presented the solution of the prob- 
lems which had outgrown her com- 
prehension. It stood for law and 
order, and into the hands of the un- 
known teacher, a being as far re- 
moved as the angels from the level 
of everyday existence, she thrust her 
small anxieties, confidently expecting 
that a miracle would be wrought up- 
on them and they would be returned 
to her in a new state of mind and 
body, pi'epared to become harmon- 
ious elements of the family group. 

Perhaps the first faint promise of 
better things may be traced back to 
the days when the kindergarten 
teachers, those trained lovers of 
children, seeing the failures, the mis- 
fits, the physical handicaps among

house, from whose casements you 
will look out into a dateless day, 
whose evening and morning stream 
from the Throne of God; and when 
they have shown you this, if you see 
it in the right way you will bend 
your spirit and say, “Holy, Holy, 
Holy, Lord God Almighty, in wisdom 
hast Thou created it all.”

Library Receives 
Large Donation 

I. S. Hoffer, Ex-Vice President, 
Contributes Twenty Volumes 

Irwin S. Hoffer, formerly vice- 
president and registrar of Eliza- 
bethtown College, now pursuing 
graduate work in Harvard Univer- 
sity, is the generous donor of 
twenty valuable books to the Col- 
lege Library. Professor' Hoffer 
taught philosophy and mathematics, 
and the major part of his contri- 
bution consists of standard works 
on these subjects. 

One of the outstanding volumes in 
the donation is the First Principles 
of Science by Spencer, which is 
largely a metaphysical treatise. An- 
other book on metaphysics is a col- 
lection of lectures by Hamilton. 
There are also three texts on phil- 
osophy; there is the well-known 
text by Leighton, The Field of 
Philosophy; an Introduction to 
Philosophy, by Fullerton; and the 
History of Philosophy, by Turner, 
which contains exceptionally good 
treatment of medieval scholastic- 
ism. 

In the field of ethics there is 
the classic System of Ethics, by 
Paulsen; a translation of Kant’s 
ethics, by T. K. Abbott; and The 
Freudian Wish, by E. B. Holt. The 
last mentioned volume is sure to 
prove of interest to all who are 
interested in recent psychological 
developments, and more especially, 
in that unique combination of psy- 
chology and ethics embodied in

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WHAT ABOUT THE LAKE? 

Shoitlj after arriving at College for the Fall semester, we were in- 
formed that the old method of lake supervision by the Lake Committee 
had proved inefficient and unsatisfactory, and a new plan of supervision 
was projected whereby some efficient and capable person was to have 
been secured to have com,plete charge and responsibility over the lake. 

Now the old melhod was undoubtealy not so efficient nor so satisfac- 
tory as it might have been, but at its worst it was better than no sys- 
tem at all. Up to the date of this publication, the lako has had no 
supeivision whatever. Many students have been out in the canoe or 
boats entirely alone and in a dangerous position in case of an accident. 
Th s is a bad condition and should bo remedied immediately. 

Furthermoie, the lake, which was constructed with such a great ex- 
pense of time and of labor, is not be.ng made the big asset it should 
be, and could be made to the college. It is ideally constructed for 
swimming tournaments, sculling contests, water carnivals, and night re- 
gattas, all of which activ.ties would add immensely to the school life 
and the school prestige. While they are no longer practicable this 
year, they should still be looked forward to and planned for, in pre- 
paration for next spring. ,, 

The lake is an undeveloped recreational and advertising resource, and 
the much needed efficient management would amply repay the expense 
involved.

self away. Too often we issue ■ 
verbal stock to our teachers ! 
against very small assets in read- | 
ing. Or how often do we admire 
our fellow-student for his elabor- 
ate discussions, and hang our head 
in shame that we have so little to 
contribute during the recitation 
period ! 

We often wonder why great 
men are willing to sacrifice their 
t!me and talent for the small sal- 
ary allotted to the teacher; and 
then we decide it must be the fas- 
cinating life of determining day 
after day the amount of credit 
available to each student on his 
recitation. It must be very inter- 
esting and humorous indeed to de- 
termine if such words from a stu- 
dent are backed by wide collateral 
reading, or if the voluminous dis- 
cussion is comparable to Mrs. Mc- 
Grath’s' huge wash whirling wildly 
on a yard dryer in a high March 
wind.

The 
student guesses wrong when he or 
she thinks the professor does not 
know whether there are the Great 
Lakes back of his or her verbal 
Niagara or not. No matter what 
a student talks about, if there is 
a reserve of reading, of informa- 
tion, and of thought to reinforce 
his words, it will show in hisi 
speech and manner.

He 
must bring into the classroom an 
atmosphere of breadth and under- 
standing. He is recognized as a 
student and very much more. He 
does not need stereotyped regula- 
tions. He will be recognized not 
as a rippling brook, but an ocean 
tide.

and ideas; combining them, marsh- 
aling them for battle.

the Freduian theories. An inter- 
esting treatment of the contribu- 
tion of war to psychology is found 
in Neuropsychiatry and the War, 
by Brown and Williams. Besides 
this volume there are five general 
'works on psychology: A Textbook 

of Psychology, by Titchener. Ele- 
ments of Human Psychology, by 
, Warren; Psychology from the 
Standpoint of a Behaviorist, by 
I Watson; Applied Psychology, by 
Hollingsworth and Poffenberger; 
and Introduction to Psychology by 
I Yerkes. There is also a text on 
animal behavior called the Dancing 
I Mouse, by Yerkes. 

I The contribution also includes 
the following: Present Philosophical 
Tendencies), by Ralph Barton Per- 
ry; The Essentials of Logic, by R. 
W. Sellars; Europe Since 1815, by 
Charles Downer Hazen; Davies’ 
Surveying, by Van Amringe; and 
another text on mathematics. Ana- 
lytical Geometry, Differential and 
Integral Calculus, by Loomis. 

These volumes constitute a very 
worth-while addition to the wealth 
of literature and science already 
stored on the library shelves. 

Professor Hoffer’s example is 
worthy of emulation by those who 
could contribute any v/orth-while 
books.

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Pennsylvania’s 1,943,699 enrolled 
chool children lost more than 20,- 
000,000 school days through excused 
absences, those due to illness and 
unpreventable causes — in the school 
year ending July 1, 1924, a report 
just issued by the department of 
iiblic instruction showed. This, 
however, was a reduction of more 
than 2.000,000 days compared with 
the previous year. Unexcused ab- 
iences classed as parental neglect, 
illegal employment and truancy, 
were responsible for an additional 
2 000,000 days lost. 

The aggregate number of days 
(he state’s children attended school 
n 1923-24 was 270,092,649 com- 
pared with 260,786,740 the year 
previous so that the percentage of 
..ttendance was 92 compared with 
90 for the year ending July, 1923. 
During the year there were 66,275 
r.cticcs compared with 67,368 for 
the 1922-23 year, served on parents 
for violations of the school laws. 
There were 7,472 ai-rests, a reduc- 
tion of almost 1,300 and 5,964 con- 
victions, a reduction of approximate- 
ly 900. The number of pupils sen- 
tenced for violations of school and 
other laws was 713 compared with 
802. 

Ihe figures showed that while 30,- 
059 more children were enrolled in 
1923-24 there was an increase in 
the average daily attendance of 36,- 
476 and a decrease in tardiness of 
17,067. 

The school census for the year 
ending July 1, 1923, enumerated 1,- 
J34,079 children compared with 1,- 
864,138 for the year ending July 1, 
1924. 'Ihe total enrollment, includ- 
ing transfers, in 1924 was 1,943,699 
compared with 1,840,289 the year 
previous. The difference between 
the enumeration and enrollment is 
due to the fact that in the latter 
figures children in kindergartens as 
well as those between the ages of 18 
and 21 years are included, depai-t- 
.ment officials say. In the census on- 
ly children between the ages of 6 
and 16 years are counted. 

In the 1924 school year which end- 
ed July 1, the net district enrollment 
was 1,746,496 and the average daily 
attendance was 1,496,842. The num- 
ber of tardy marks given was 1,- 
902,994.

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EDITORIAL 


THEIR OWN FUNERAL 

At a recent meeting of the Men’s Welfare a somewhat ticklish mat- 
ter was brought up for consideration — -a matter very close to the hearts 
of our would-be reformers — in short we are referring to the burning 
Question: Should the Boys Have Their Lights on After 10:30? It was 
brought to the attention of the Men by the Ladies, who have, it seems, 
been agitated over it for some time, and who, it also seems, maintain that 
they should NOT. 

The question was discussed at some length Pro and Con (mostly Pro) 
and the president was finally authorized to report somewhat as follows to 
the Ladies: The Young Men regret their inability to profit by the sugges- 
tion of the Young Women, and (as per request) suggest that perhaps 
their regulations, not ours, need changing. Is it not a rather precarious 
syllogism to maintain that the boys should adopt the TOO stringent and 
hampering regulations of the girls, because the girls, unlike the boys, 
have not progressed beyond such stringency, and still conform to a set 
of rules which preceding organizations have formulated and which are 
now obsolete? Is it not rather for the girls to modify those regulations, 
instead of recommending them for the boys also? 

The young men feel that in a way they have outgrown the BLUE

be nothing short of a retrogression. They believe that to give demerits 
for having lights on without permission for even so little as five minutes 
after 10:30, is not only absurd, but that it cheapens the disciplinary 
value and significance of the demerit system. Common sense is much 
commoner than is commonly supposed when it comes to knowing when 
to go to bed. If all the psychology we have assimilated has had no solu- 
tary effect in this respect, surely one can trust the evidence of his reason 
to tell him when it is time to retire, and when he is no longer capable of 
efficient study. Acumen is often better than axiom. 

Finally, then, if any change of rulings is necessary, the Young Men 
cannot escape the conviction that it is for the Young Women to initiate; 
frankly, if we may be pardoned for an expressive bit of slang — It’s their 
own funeral.

The problem of having the lights out at the proper time is one that 
concerns equally both “sides of the house’’. It is a school regulation that 
all lights shall be out by 10:30 P. M. This regulation cannot be said to 
apply more specifically and forcefully to the young ladies than to the 
young men. Furthermore, the question is not so insignificant as to be 
dismissed without careful consideration. In seeking a solution, however, 
we cannot afford to lose sight of several incontrovertible certainties. 

First, there is no solution to a problem, unless that problem really 
exists; seeking to solve a problem which exists only in the imagination, 
is, insteadi of ameliorating conditions, making them worse. As stated 
above, it is a school regulation for lights to be out by 10:30 P. M. It is 
mixing the sublime and the ridiculous, however, to suppose that the man- 
agement, in passing this rule, intended that lights should burn up to 10:30, 
but should then, immediately and without respect to circumstance, be 
abruptly switched off. If such had been their intentions, they certainly 
would have provided the college office with a more accurate clock than 
the one that is now exasperating all sincere students by its “certain un- 
certainty.” 

In the second place, if some students do stay up too long and burn 
lights too late, and thus a problem actually arises, the ladies should solve 
their phase of the problem, and the men their phase. There is no more 
reason for the two Welfare Associations to join in attacking this prob- 
lem, than in attacking the problem of illicit smoking on the campus. 
Circumstances differ; the solution must, consequently, differ. In accord 
with the other editorial in this issue, we do not believe giving demerits 
to be the best solution. Whatever is done to remedy this condition, let 
it be done in an open, direct way.

heated argumen''s and discussions 
among themselves, before they take 
the platform against the debaters 
of any other college. 

Negotiations with other schools 
have thus far resulted in no ab- 
solutely definite assurance of the 
number and the time of debates.

E. C.’s de- 
baters feel that, since a debating 
tour is out of the question this 
year, four or five debates are 
enough, and that a number great- 
er than six would be undesirable. 
The debates will most likely be 
decided by judges, although this 
point is not definitely settled. 

With four interesting debates 
thus being fairly certain, the out- 
look is most cheering. The debat- 
ers will appreciate whole-hearted 
backing of the student group, and 
large audiences at their contests, 
which, it is hoped, will be support- 
ed by students, faculty members, 
and patrons of the school.

THEOLOGICALLY SPEAKING 

The fervor of theological disputation the world over is as heated 
today as it ever has been ; yet scarcely even the faintest glow of that heat 
has disturbed the cold conventional traditionalism of College Hill. To- 
day the press, both periodicals and books, are full of discussions on ques- 
tions such as the relation of science and religion, and the compatibility 
or incompatibility of evolution and Christianity. Such eminently fair 
and discriminating journals, as the Atlantic Monthly, devote several pages 
of each issue to a presentation of some viewpoint on such questions. 
And so, without questioning the strength and sincerity of any one’s re- 
ligious beliefs, we wonder why the absence of any such discussion is so 
noticeable here in class room activity, in the selection of books found in 
the library and, with several notable exceptions, in the general student 
life. 


Expansion and development in the direction of cultural breadth and 
tolerance can never be attained as long as thought and, consequently, 
speech are narrowed down to the confines of inherited beliefs. If the 
convictions that have stood for years are soundly based on truth, they 
will still stand against all comers. No genuine truth can perish, no matter 
how bitter the attacks upon it. So-called education that is constantly im- 
pressing only one side of more or less open questions, tends rather to 
make the student a “finite clod, untroubled by a spark”, than an inde- 
pendent thinker, who capitalizes to the full that God-like intellect, the 
development of which, after all, marks out the educated man. Is it not 
better to live with souls distraught and to seek for fulness of truth, than 
to live in complacent composure, content to drill on the truth we have? 

As Cardinal Newman pointed out, the higher institution of learning 
exists as much for the development of intellectual proficiency as a gym- 
nasium exists for the development of physical strength and agility. The 
intellect is not proficient, moreover, unless it has freedom in solving its 
problems, theological as well as otherwise. 

Thus the purport of this article resolves itself into two questions: 
first, are we not, “thoelogically speaking”, somewhat cramped? and sec- 
ond, is there any sound reason why we should be?

PENNSYLVANIA SCHOOL HEAD 
STRESSES PROBLEMS 
OF LIFE

Little need for “extensive addi- 
tional educational legislation” and 
more necessity for study of “a cross 
section of life oroblems” in the 
schools of Pennsylvania were stres- 
sed in the address of Dr. Francis B 
Haas, State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction, in opening the an- 
nual conference of school principals 
at the Capitol, at Harrisburg, on 
November 4th. 

It was Dr. Haas’ first meeting as 
State educational chief with the 
.school executives and he reviewed 
the situation in advance of a series 
of addresses by his deputies on 
heir specialities. 

Dr. Haas emphasized the import- 
ance of State interest in children, 
the general subject of the confer- 
ence, saying his visits about the 
State had shown school facilities to 
have taken a great stride forward, 
attendance to have improved and 
more attention given to teacher 
preparation with a four-year course 
in view. 

Equal Advantages Important 

Much reference was made to val- 
ue of equalizing advantages to 
people who cannot attend day 
schools, the place of library, kin- 
dergarten, vocational training and 
other matters, but on the subject of 
standardization and centralization 
Dr. Haas said while they are valu- 
able, centralization “must not be 
used to limit self-expression on the 
part of the individual or the com- 
munity.” 

In referring to little need now 
for laws, he said there is great need 
for a complete understanding of 
the present laws and willingness to 
labor to obtain benefits under them. 
The recommendations for legislation 
will be made in due season but will 
not be extensive, he said. 

Dr. Haas declared for a larger 
unit administration and equalization 
of assessments for school purposes. 
He advocated actual practices of 
health, safety, good citizenship and 
upright living, based on accurate 
nformation, to carry the pupils 
through life from the school. 

“Nothing else in Pennsylvania 
counts compared with what is done 
for the children,” declared Gover- 
nor Pinchot. He said when he as- 
.sumed office he found widespread 
resentment at the centralization 
which had been forced upon the 
school system and paid a tribute

With the secretary of the College 
Faculty, Professor P. H, Nye, pre- 
siding, the celebration of the Twen- 
ty-Fifth Anniversary of the Found- 
ing of Elizabethtown College was 
formally opened at 1:30 P. M., No- 
vember 13. This first program 
dealt especially wit’n the history of 
the school. Although interesting 
and instructive throughout, the pro- 
gram was very poorly attended. 
Since the day had been declared a 
school holiday in commemoration of 
Founders’ Day and of Armistice 
Day the students were conspicuous 
by their absences. 

An unusually salient feature of 
this program was the representation 
of the Town Council, the town 
Board of School Directors, and 
many prominenb business men. 
These men representing these or- 
ganizations brought greetings and 
stressed the values of the College 
to the town. 

The first main speaker of the oc- 
casion was S. H. Hertzler, President 
of the Board of Trustees, who des- 
cribed the early beginning of the 
school. The Dean of the College, 
E. W. Schlosser, next brought forth 
statistical data bearing on the de- 
velopment of the school. Dr. Ezra 
Lehman, Principal of the Cumber- 
land Valley State Normal School, 
spoke on “A Call to Seiwice”; he 
was followed by Dr. C. D. Koch,

AN AUTOMOBILE TRIP 

TO THE MOUNTAINS 


Last week-end, November 21 and 
22, a group of volunteers had the 
privilege of taking a trip to Sugar 
and Buffalo Valleys. The trip was 
made by machine, so the group 
could view all the scenes along the 
way. The road from Harrisburg 
to Sunbury follows the river and 
mountain chain practically all thf 
way. These landscapes stood out 
in their autumn beauty. The Val- 
ley from Jersey Shore to Eastville 
is one tha-t is famous for its ex- 
treme beauty. 

The road winds around tb e 
mountains in la unique fashion so 
that at one time you are down in 
the bottom of the ravii. - ; presently 
you find yourself on the side of 
the mountain with a drop of sev- 
eral hundred feet from the side of 
the road. As you look down and 
across, a very pleasant sight meets 
your eyes — a clump of pines, neigh- 
bored by a group of oaks, mixed 
in with all the other trees that 
stand out in their wintry bleak- 
ness Now you make a turn in 
the road and behold, out to the 
front theie is a peak many hun- 
dred .feet high; its rocky walls 
stand out, prominently, like sentin- 
els on guard. On the very top 
there are four columns of rock 
supported on a small rock about 
three feet in diameter — ^ready to 
topple and slide down the moun- 
tain-side just as soon as a strong 


gale blows and beats on the side. 
To the left there is another peak 
rising almost perpendicularly, also 
topped by an immense column. 
Several stumpy pines grow out of 
the rock. Down in the valley tf 
your right there is a rushing 
mountain stream wildly dashing 
from one rock to another, only ’■o 
be tlirown back to the other side 
again, and down to another layer 
of rock about which it twirls and 
foams. Such is the way of the 
mountain stream. By its side grow 
the water birches standing out 
prominently at this time of the 
year; their pure white branches 
stretch forth a protective arm over 
the surroundings. Then there are 
cedars, hemlocks and white pine, 
together with the “American yew” 
or juniper and the witchhazel, the 
tree that blooms in the autumn. 

The entire valley and counti-y- 
side furnishes n aoundance of 
such scenery, and as one passes 
along one camot but stop occa- 
sionally and “kodak” a wonderful 
view, from one mountain side, of 
the valley and mountainside yon- 
der, at the foot of which is a love- 
ly little lake reflecting all the 
glorious hues of a wonderful Nov- 
ember sunset. 

The small ^roup who had t’ne 
unusual opportunity of visitii g 
the churches located in this beau- 
I tiful country, feel very grateful 
foi the privilege, and advise all 
who have a similar opportunity to 
avail themselves of it.

LIVING ABOVE THE LAW 

It is an acknowledged fact that human freedom in any well regulated 
society does not find itself in the highest form when functioning in the 
absence of law, but rather that the individual recognizes so fully the 
need of regulation and law that he therefore chooses to live up to this 
law, not because of any external pressure, but because of an internal 
choice or volition. Therefore to such persons there can be no chafing or 
resentment against the law, and by such choice and recognition of the 
need the person so choosing to obey the law, not only in letter but in 
spirit, lives above the law. As Paul puts it, “to such there is no law.” 
We understand him to mean that there was law but it did not effect the 
conduct of such because they want to obey the law. 

Regulations of a group need to be lived up to for the purpose of 
preserving order, thus making for a wholesome and helpful condition of 
the entire group. It is not likely that the laws of any state have ever 
been passed by one hundred per cent majority. It is an established fact 
that whenever the majority of the group subscribes to rules and regula- 
tions it becomes the order of procedure for the whole group. Not by 
compulsion but by individual choice. This then becomes freedom in the 
fullest sense of the word and such attitude of mind results in correspond- 
ing conduct, and as such it is worthy of the phrase, “living above the law.” 

Surely no one who has given careful thought to conduct would for a 
moment allow himself to believe that dirsegarding the law, thus making 
law unto himself, could in any sense of justice and fairness be regarded 
as living above the law. If breaking the law is called living outside of 
the law, then there may be a possibility to consider such conduct as liv- 
ing outside of the law, but in no sense of personal freedom either by the 
individual or by the group, can disregarding or breaking the law be con- 
sidered living above the law. Living above the law by cheerfully obeying 
the law, must ever be recog;nized as the highest type of proper conduct 
but in no sense can ignoring a law thus be denominated.

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Elizabethtown College fittingly 
observed Educational Week, Novem- 
ber 9-13. Through the efforts of 
the faculty management, men re- 
presenting the business and pro- 
fessional world were invited tc 
speak to the student body during 
the regular chapel service. 

Professor Bear, principal of Mt 
Joy High School, spoke Monday 
morning on “The Value of an Edu- 
cation”. The value of an education 
cannot be measured in dollars and 
cents, but it will be largely measur- 
ed by the usefulness of the student 
and by the service rendered by him 
n his own community or elsewhere. 
“Education teaches one to live with 
people, not as a hermit, nor as a 
monarch, nor as a slave-driver, but 
as a leader.” 

Tuesday morning Professor Eber- 
sole, principal of Elizabethtown High 
School, addressed the student body 
01 ; “Patriotism — what it is and how 

11. expresses itself in our lives.” His 
definitioh of patriotism was taken 
from the Bible, the Text Book of 
life, and he referred especially to 
Luke 2:52. What we do with this 
equipment bequeathed to us — the 
intelligence, the physical stature, the 
social nature, and the spiritual 
legacy — ^will show the degree of 
patriotism found in our lives. 

Wednesday morning Mr. Keller, a 
business man and citizen of Eliza- 
bethtown, used for his subject. 
“What constitutes the elements of 
success?” Each students and read 
er will do well to think of the seven 
steps to success — preparedness, con- 
centration, application, patience, 
energy, perseverance and endurance.

Dr. Thomson, one of the physi- 
cians of Elizabethtown, gave to the 
students a very practical address on 
Thursday morning. He emphasized 
the thought of how essential it is 
that we keep physically fit in order 
tc make the best of life.

DO WE REALIZE? 

Several weeks ago on a Sunday evening the writer stepped inside a 
large city 'meeting house of the Church of the Brethren ; an audience of 
possibly six hundred thronged the building. On the platform were four 
young people, all members of the Volunteer Band of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege. The meeting was just beginning, and the large audience was most 
attentive as one of the Volunteers opened the program. This same high 
degree of interest was maintained throughout the program for the better 
part of an hour. 

Do we realize how much the enthusiasm for Elizabethtown College 
might have been inspired or dampened by those students who .stood be- 
fore that audience composed so largely of young folks and of members 
of the denomination that supports Elizabethtown College? The influence 
of the impression made by those representatives of E. C. upon that con- 
gregation may have been greater than a whole year of student activity in 
determining the amount of moral and financial support to be given by 
that group of constituents to the school. Let us realize this influence, 
and support our Volunteer Band accordingly. Editor. 

ARE WE TOO CRITICAL? 

The writer has received “through the air” a certain message that 
prompts him to write this editorial. 

It is felt by some on the hill that student and faculty are not func- 
tioning as harmoniously as they might. We also notice somewhat of a 
faint division between the boys and girls in regard to some of the dif- 
ferent problems they have to solve, such as lights and chaperonage. 

The vmiter sometimes wonders whether the student body in general 
appreciates the sacrifice the faculty is making for us. Every faculty 
member on the Hill holds E. C. close to his heart and realizes the sacred- 
ness of religious education. Never will one of them refuse to help you. 
The writer is in rather close contact with our noble president, and many 
are the hours that he spends in thinking just what is best for the stu- 
dents and the college. Do we students fully appreciate his postiion? 
Let us project ourselves as president of a college and see the problem we 
have in satisfying the constituency, the board of trustees, the alumni, and 
the students. 

The writer would like to see more get-together meetings such as was 
had during the Anniversary in the college dining-room.

College life presents many social, moral, and religious emergencies. 
It is our business, with the help of the faculty, to meet these problems. 
The test of true character comes when one is under sti’ain or in an 
emergency.

Start Season 

Heavy Campaign is Opened 


The College Chapel has lately 
been .resounding with the echoes 
of preliminary skirmishes staged by 
the Men’s Debating Teams. Un- 
fortunately, this issue goes to press 
just on the eve of the opening 
contests, and so can include no re- 
port of them. The opening affair 
is a dual contest with Ursinus on 
the 14. Due to a conflict of ac- 
tivities at Ursinus, only the one 
phase of this debate can take place 
on the scheduled night. The Ur- 
sinus affirmative and the Elizabeth- 
town negative will meet on the 
Elizabethtown platform. It is not 
yet definite when the Elizabeth- 
town affirmative will journey to 
Collegeville to complete the de- 
bate. A large audience is expect- 
ed and desired for the opening 
fray. 

On the following night, January 
15, Elizabethtown will participate 
in a triangular debate with A1 
bright and Muhlenberg. Muhlen- 
berg negative will meet Elizabeth- 
town affirmative at Elizabethtown, 
while E. C.’s negative is having it 
out with Albright affirmative at 
Myerstown. All debates on the 
home floor will start at 8 P. M. An 
admission of twenty-five cents will 
be charged to all debates held by 
the Men’s Association. 

E. C.’s debaters can do their 
best for their school only when 
they are conscious of the constant, 
unfailing, unanimous support of 
the students. In whatever other 
way this support may be expressed 
its very existence is open to ques- 
tion if the dehates are poorly at- 
tended. 

The Men’s Association has ar- 
rangements pending for four other 
debates, making a total of six 
contests, the heaviest calendar yet 
carried by an E. C. debating as- 
sociation. The next one will be 
on February 4, a single debate 
with Bucknell.

Scientific Lecture 
A Big Success 

NEXT NUMBER JANUARY 29 

On Friday f evening, January 8, 
the College Chapel was well-filled 
with folks ea^er to see the won- 
ders of electfflcity and ready for 
explanations of the mysteries. TTie 
rostrum had s number of peculiar 
looking pieces of apparatus ar- 
ranged in a purely mystifying 
way. No sc|oner was Professor 
Ambrose introduced to the aud- 
ience than a; feeling of interest 
and expectation prevailed. Here 
was a man, who by his very per- 
sonality, showed that he knew 
what he was going to talk about and 
was not a trickster. He had a keen 
sense of humor and wit running 
throughout the lecture and he 
kept one from becoming over-ex- 
cited or over tense. 

First of all, he explained and 
defined terms, then he performed 
an experiment by the use of the 
selenium cell as a conductor or in- 
sulator : when light shines on it 
and when it does not, respectively. 
In this experiment, he lighted the 
lights upstairs and down.stairs al- 
ternately in the little house pro- 
vided for that purpose. 

Then he went to the other side 
of the rostrum and performed a 
welding experiment. He took the 
current through his own body 
while, holding uninsulated pliers in 
his bare huiidk. Holding the nails 
with the pliers, he welded the nails 
together before the audience. With 
the same appartus, he used carbon 
points and produced the arc light. 

In the center of the rostrum 
was an arrangement of primary 
and secondary coils of large size. 
These he had manufactured him 
self. By means of these and a 
step-up transformer, he produced 
a high frequency current of one 
and a quarter million volts. With

L’ENVOI 

There is an inevitable sadness attached to the relinquishment of a 
relationship through which we have been developed and through which 
we have endeavored to develop a better school paper. Yet, joy is none 
the less joy because it cannot last forever; and the work of editing the 
TIMES has been not only a joy, but a culturally developing and broaden- 
ing influence. Casting a retrospective glance over the past year of ser- 
vice, we admit that there have been difficulties, especially difficulties in 
staff administration; under the. circumstances, however, we would con- 
sider it more to our discredit than to our credit had there been none. 
And if only the slightest degree of success has attended our efforts, may 
the glory of that success be but “a star in the crown” of our Alma Mater. 

The Editor personally appreciates the splendid support which the 
Staff has, with a few forgettable exceptions, accorded him. The moral 
and financial support of the student body, the Faculty, the Alumni, and 
other subscribers has also been a prolific source of inspiration and en- 
couragement.

this tremendous voltage, he manu- 
factured artificial lightning and 
drew out a spark from twelve to 
thirty inches long. He took this 
current through his own body and 
thus lighted an alcohol torch with 
his tongue, elbow, etc. The elec- 
tric osculator was demonstrated 
with the assistance of a young^ col- 
lege student. The current passed 
thru the bodies of both men and 
was made to jump three inches be- 
tween the metal plates held tightly 
between the lips of both. With his 
own body a step-down transformer, 
he used two small boys in lighting 
an electric bulb. 

After he had finished the exper- 
ments. Professor Ambrose spoke 
for a short time on the fact that 
all these wonders were made pos- 
sible by God, and that the revela 
tion of the use of these powers 
also came through Him. During 
the course of his lecture, he made 
the remarkable statement that 
‘‘science is not from God. It is of 
God.” 

Everyone left the Chapel feeling 
that they were drawn just a little 
nearer to God, and understood just 
a little better some of His marvel- 
ous works. 

The fourth number of the col- 
lege lyceum entertainment will be 
given at 8 P. M., January 29. It 
will consist of character sketches 
of Abraham Lincoln, impersonated 
and interpreted by Doctor Lincoln 
Caswell. The price of a single ad- 
mission will be one dollar; the 
chart will not be open in Eliza- 
bethtown.

Doctor 
Caswell is said, by people who 
knew the living Lincoln, to re- 
semble him very closely, in ap- 
pearance, mannerisms, and even in 
speech. He does not attempt a 
lecture on Lincoln; he is Lincoln 
from the time he walks through 
the audience in the tall hat and 
cape, characteristics of Lincoln’s 
dress, until he has finished his 
series of portrayals. Doctor Cas- 
well feels his responsibilities and 
is imbued with the spirit of rever- 
ence as he carries the ideals and 
spirit, the standard and principles 
of this great American to the young- 
er generation.

A half century ago the spot se- 
lected for the little red school 
house was a high bluff where the 
cattle did not roam and where ev- 
en the ants could not gain their re- 
quired sustenance. The site for 
this crude building might also 
have been in the swamps where 
the frogs could only occassionally 
sit on a projection to get a glimpse 
of the sunlight. 

In the past decade, however, 
our public schools, private schools 
colleges and universities have taken 
great pains in enlarging their 
boundaries. This is being done in 
the form of buildings, endowment, 
and equipment. 

Today the little red school house 
is gradually disappearing, and the 
sites selected for these monuments 
of learning are the more desirable 
spots. As one travels the high 
ways and happens from town to 
town, he can not help but notice 
that the attractive and massive 
buildings under construction are 
not churches, not homes, not de 
partment stores, but they are 
school buildings, which stand out 
as beacon lights and fitting memor- 
ials dedicated to the youth of our 
land. What does this all mean? 
It means that our country is awak- 
ening to the needs of this country, 
the American People; that our 
educational system is receiving a 
greater impetus, and that a higher 
degree of efficiency is demanded. 
These facts are substantiated when 
we realize that since 1910, the 
high school attendance in our 
country has increased 397% and 
in our Keystone State it has in- 
creased 411 </r. Yet with these 
facts on hand, less than one-half 
of the Pennsylvania Youths of 
high school age are enrolled and 
out of this number only 16% 
complete their course. From the 
number that complete their High 
School course, only 40 %> enter in 
stitutions of High Learning. It 
is also intere-sting to note as one 
interviews these students that only 
about 50% know what work they 
want to take up. Is there then 
any need for further vocational 
training in the High Schools? 

If you are a High School grad- 
uate or aim to be one, 
feel honored that you are 
a select group and that 
have a small 
tree of knowledge, 
do not aim to 
student or graduate, many voca 
tions and professions are closed 
to you. You can not think of be-

EDITORIAL 


THE SUCCESSOR SPEAKS 

The inevitable accompaniment of an “Abdication” seems to be the 
assumption by another more or less experienced individual of the same 
duties exercised by his predecessor. When, as is in this case true, the 
predecessor has achieved and maintained a very enviable and successful 
record there rests upon the successor the clear responsibility of main- 
taining a standard. 

The new staff realizes this responsibility and undertakes to maintain j 
the reputation of readability for which the “College Times” has come to | 
be noted. “In the rash lustihead of our young powers,” we even declare I 
our ambition to improve the “Times”, to make it more influential at I 
Elizabethtown College, to widen the scope and usefulness of the “Times” j 
as a college paper, to make it a real medium for the expression of the 
school as a unit, and of the individual students. 

The “Times” is not all it should be, it is not all it could be, but we 
do not propose to bring, it to perfection in either of those possibilities. 
We shall, however, undertake to state certain editorial policies that seem 
inseparably corollary to any advance towards the perfection of the 
“Times”. 

A school paper, as is also true of any other publication, should be 
dedicated to the advancement of an ideal. Our publication must conse- 
quently have for its motto that of our school, “Educate for Service”. 
Inseparably a policy of a publication, moreover, is the necessity of main- 
taining a neutral attitude in matters that concern the school at large and 
the constituency and friends of the school. 

Consequently the “Times” will reflect the several attitudes toward 
any question that may find issue in its columns, whether or not the con- 
victions expressed agree with our own. It is essentially the principle of 
free speech and free press. The editorial column, likewise, is not ne- 
cessarily reserved to the staff. We desire that it should-be made a sort 
of open forum to all those interested in Elizabethtown College, and con- 
tributions from students, constituency and alumni are especially desired 
and requested. 

Furthermore, the practical administration of a publication necessi- 
tates the selection and elimination of the material presented. We can- 
not guarantee to publish every contribution we receive. We will under- 
take to publish according to our discrimination any .suitable and relevant 
material submitted to us. 

Elizabethtown College’s greatest opportunities in publishing a school j 
paper that will excel others, aside from the pursuit of the school’s ideal, ■ 
lie almost wholly in the development of a different type of paper. We | 
cannot hope to make it successful by patterning after the publications of i 
larger schools, nor would we wish to do so. In many ways the student 
body and institution of E’town are different. Consequently we should 
endeavor to encourage the expression of that individuality through the 
medium of the “Times”. If individuality is suppressed the contents of 
a school paper are apt to become “words, words, words”. Ideas, self- j 
expression, individuality, should find their outlet hei’e if nowhere else. | 
Given such freedom, a school paper is always the life-blood of an insti- j 
tution and the community; omitted, it is a nonentity. 

The “Times” has been proved an instrument of reform. School 
issues have found their outlet here. The purely destructive criticisms 
which have found their way into its columns in the past, and will in all 
probability do so in the future, are not to be deplored as “unconsfruct- 
ive, therefore evil”. We cannot dispense with the tonic of criticism what- 
ever be its tone; if it be constructive or destructive in purpose. 

“Our College Times” is our personality as an institution expressing 
itself to the world, it is our spokesman as a school; outside Elizabethtown 
it is Elizabethtown College in print. Let us print in big letters; let our 
spokesman speak boldly, openly, and convincingly.

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A Well Known 

Alumnus Died 

The many friends of Amos G. 
Meyer, well known alumnus of 
Elizabethtown College, were griev- 
ed to hear of his untimely death 
on Wednesday, February 3, 1926, 

at the age of 22 years. He was 
the youngest son of J. W. and 
Leah Gibble Meyer, of near Fred- 
ericksburg, Pennsylvania, the 
brother of Professor E. G. Meyer, 
and the former president of Eliza- 
bethtown College, J. G. Meyer. 

At Elizabethtown College, he is 
remembered as an unfailing dis 
penser of good humor and sun- 
shine and as a student of excep- 
tional ability. His work at the 
College showed great promise for 
a successful career in his chosen 
vocation of teaching. He completed 
his College preparatoi'y . work in 
1923, and took pedagogical work 
at Elizabethtown in 1924. He at- 
tended Lebanon Valley College 
during the summer of 1924, and 
was a senior at Juniata at the 
time of his death. Amos Meyer 
also had a very successful teaching 
career, as instructor in the Florin 
Grammar school in 1921 and 1922, 
and as principal of Iona Grammar 
school in 1924 and 1925. By his 
professors, he was regarded as 
having the traits and qualities of 
a successful teacher and he was 
held in high esteem by both his 
fellow students and pupils. This 
respect was shown by the large 
number of teachers, class mates, 
pupils, and friends, who made 
their way through almost impass- 
ably drifted roads to attend his 
funeral. 

The funeral services were con- 
ducted by Bishop S. H. Hertzler, of 
Elizabethtown, Reverend E. W’. 
Edris, of Fredericksburg, and I. 
W. Heisey, of Annville. A short 
service was conducted at the home 
of the deceased at 1 :30 o’clock on 
Sunday, and the funeral service 
proper in the Union Meeting 
house at 2 o’clock, after which 
the body was laid to rest in the 
family graveyard, overlooking the 
old homestead.

SNOWSTORM PREVENTS DECI- 
SION OF BUCKNELL 
DEBATE 


The Elizabethtown debaters have 
met continued success after their 
successful initial spurt of several 
weeks hence, by holding their own 
against Bucknell University in an 
undecided contest at Elizabethtown 
on February . 4, and by winning a 
dual debate with Lebanon Valley 
College on February 11. 

On Thursday, February 4, a neg- 
ative team representing Bucknell 
University, composed of H. R. Cole- 
man, C. W. Hile, Lee Francis Ly- 
barger Jr., and T. B. Drum, alter- 
nate and Bucknell manager, met the 
Elizabethtown affirmative in a 
strongly contested bub decisionless 
debate. No decision was rendered 
because two of the judges, due to 
the heavy snowstorms, were unable 
to make the trip. However, the de- 
baters proceeded, with Prof. H. H. 
Nye acting as chairman, and staged 
what was undoubtedly the hardest 
fought forensic encounter on the 
home floor this season. 

The Bucknell men were masters 
of the art of skillful presentation 
and delivery, and put across their 
argument very clearly and forcibly. 
Coleman and Lybarger vrere the 
outstanding warriors on Bucknell’s 
team. The Elizabethtown affirma- 
tives matched their opposition well 
on delivery but showed a better 
grasp of the question in its broader 
aspects and had a more clearly de- 
fined and inter-working brief. Buck- 
nell’s main points were: the damage 
and danger to our national consti- 
tution to be apprehended from our 
entrance into the League of Na- 
tions; the representative which we 
might send as a member of the 
League would represent the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and not 
the people; and finally that the 
principles and policies of the League 
are contrary to ours as a nation. 
Elizabethtown’s men, speaking in 
the order named, were Desmond 
Bittinger, Eli Engle, John Trimmer 
and M. J. Brunk, alternate. The 
home team attacked the question 
from three different angles. The de- 
bate has been stimulative of a pro- 
longed speculation. Opinions were 
freely divided as to which team 
should have won. The debate was 
quite evenly matched and held the 
audience from beginning to end. 

On the following Wednesday, Feb- 
ruary 11, Elizabethtown met Leba- 
non Valley College in a dual de- 
bate. The affirmative team named

PROFESSOR GEHMAN 

ADDRESSES STUDENTS 


On Friday morning, February 12, 
Professor Gehman, former principal 
of the Ephrata schools, gave a short 
lecture on “Phyfeical Education.” 
In his lecture he pointed out the 
need for regulated physical educa- 
tion. He said: “Folks are laughed 
at because they are idealists, ■ but it 
will be but a short span of time un- 
til their ideals will be prevailing 
facts and conditions.” He said, fur- 
thermore, that physical education is 
necessary if we still have for our 
motto : “A sound mind in a sound 
body.” Everyday duties alone will 
not furnish sufficient exercise for 
the physical welfare of the studdnt. 
Gymnastics can be carried to the ex- 
treme, but properly directed, they 
are indispensable to the college 
cuiTiculum. The aim of physical 
education should be the mainten- 
ance of body and mind at the 
highest point of efficiency. 


Lincoln Caswell 
Pleases Audience 

On the evening of the twenty- 
ninth of January, Lincoln Caswell, 
who is very strikingly like the 
real Lincoln in visage and stature, 
presented a very forceful imper- 
sonation of the martyred president. 
He appeared before us in costume 
such as was worm by Lincoln, and 
soliloquized several acts represent- 
ing a period during the Civil War. 
His initial appearance was in the 
office at Washington with his 
faithful friend and confidant, John 
Hay, in whose presence Lincoln 
did not fear to think aloud. We 
heard him speak to the many class- 
es of people who called on him at 
his office, and he very touchingly 
reproduced the scene between Lin- 
coln and little Bessie, who had 
traveled all the way from Vermont 
to seek pardon for her brother, 
Benny. To them, he related the 
famous humorous stories for which 
he was known the world over. It 
was interesting to note the tact 
he employed in dealing with those 
whom he interviewed. He had a 
way with men and knew just how 
to get the best that was in them. 
Tenderness and sympathetic un- 
derstanding characterized his treat- 
ment of Bessie, and also the little 
fellow in need of trousers. Lincoln 
offered him a pair of his own and 
laughingly told his wife, that he 
guessed she would have to cut off 
about a mile. 

Underneath his composure, could 
be detected, a restlessness and a 
sense of anxiety for his troops. He 
was at that time struggling with 
the ■ conviction that the slaves 
ought to be freed. The determin- 
ation “to hit that thing, and hit it 
hard” burned in his bosom until 
he could stifle it no longer. Be- 
cause of the fervent love in heart 
for the oppressed negro, he had 
weighed the question and debated 
it until the firm conviction that 
what he desired to do was right 
prompted him to sign with , a 
trembling hand “A. Lincoln” to 
the proclamation that made the 
black man free. 

He portrayed very vividly, the 
scene where the fate of the Union 
depended upon the outcome of 
Sherman’s campaign, near Atlanta: 
the agonized waiting for the tele- 
graph news of victory or defeat, 
and the fervent “Thank God, the 
Union is saved,” when the terse 
telegram “Atlanta is ours” finally 
came. The program ended with 
Lincoln’s advice concerning the 
future welfare of the nation as 
found in the Inaugural Addresses. 

Sighs of admiration on the part 
of many and sighs of relief on the 
part of others were heard over the 
room. The program was long and 
not always appealing, but was re- 
lieved by several selections from 
the College Quartette. However, 
there: was no mistaking the gen- 
uineness of the interpretation, nor 
the typical humaneness of Abra- 
ham Lincoln which was portrayed. 
All felt that they had been bene- 
fited by the closeness of the in- 
sight into Lincoln’s character, and 
would profit by the newly acquir- 
ed acquaintanceship with him.

DORMITORY REGULATIONS AGAIN 

Not so long ago it was the privilege of the editor to express in this 
same column his opinions of the dormitory regulations suggested for the 
boys by the girls. We still maintain that existing rules in one society are 
not to be considered the logical ones for another. It is not our purpose 
to revive “the flaccid tissues of a long dead issue,” but to^ explain and 
amplify our former assertions. 

The conditions on the boys’ dormitory are not satisfactory, nor was 
it the writer’s intention in the former editorial to imply such. Certain 
dormitory regulations and discipline are desiarble, if not necessary, if the 
dormitory regulations and discipline are desirable, if not necessary, if the 
In practically every college dormitory rules and regulations are much 
stricter than in our own, and are generally more strictly enforced. Some 
colleges demand lights out at 10, some at 9:30. Many regulations call 
for student registration before leaving the halls, and at Gettysburg, non- 
registration is followed by a fine. Our ruling of lights out at 10:30 is 
certainly most reasonable and liberal, especially since it is not so strictly 
enforced. In our estimation it should be better enforced. There should 
be ample provision for' those whose studies demand application beyond 
that hour, but there is absolutely no excuse for loud talking and noisiness 
after 10:30. The halls should not be converted into general assembly 
rooms or erstwhile scenes of debate skirmishes, as they too often are, nor 
should the aspirant to honors in the vocal music line, or in any other 
musical line, exercise his talent during study and sleeping hours. There 
are still many students whose nervous organism demands a reasonable 
degree of quiet, both for study and sleep. Not all of us have the happy 
ability of going to sleep to the accompaniment of loud singing, inter- 
mittent conversation and unseasonable jocularity. The motto on the 
attic should be, “Remember that the fellow next to you wants to sleep.” 

The old idea of a college was that it should be a sort of a hermitage. 
The student’s room was very often spoken of as a “cell”. Such concep 
tions have rightfully changed, but still we cannot escape the conviction 
that a dormitory should furnish a comparatively quiet place to study and 
sleep as well as a place to have good times on proper occasions. Common 
sense, we have been forced to admit, is much less common than wc- for- 
merly thought as regards the matter of retiring at reasonable hours and 
other dormitory conduct. A well defined and enforced set of rules is 
needed. — EDITOR.

The Pennsylvania State Educa- 
tional Association was held in 
Scranton, on the 29th, 30th, and 
31st of December, with a delega- 
tion of eleven hundred members. 
Some of the foremost educators 
of our country were present to 
present the most modern and 
worthy views on education and its 
future possibilities. 

Such men as- Arthur W. Dunn, 
National Director Junior Red Cross. 
Roy W. Hatch, Professor of Educa- 
tion, Columbia University; Leonard 
V. Koos, Professor of Secondary 
Education, University of Minneso- 
ta; S. C. Schmuker, Lecturer, West 
Chester; Frank D. Slutz, Director 
Moraine Park School, Dayton. 
Ohio; Alexander Meiklejohn, form- 
er president of Amherst College 
New York, were present to open 
up for consideration the present 
status of American education. They 
gave the subject of education a 
comprehensive treatment relative to 
its fallacies and creditableness. 

It will be necessary in this re- 
port, to deviate from a specific 
topic thought, because due to de- 
partmental work, the report is nec- 
essarily fragmentary. 

A point of criticism resides in 
the fact that our present system 
of education and the use of it, 
lacks thoroughness and is subject 
to superficiality. A thorough edu- 
cation of the few, it was stated 
there, is far more desirable and 
far more creditable to education 
than a partial education of the 
masses, for i-eal democracy in edu- 
cation needs leadership. 

Citizenship occupies a unique 
place in education. World civics 
should be taught and made active 
in all departments, elementary and 
secondary. A great objective in 
world civics is openmindednessi 
The basis of world civics is a 
sympathetic understanding. We 
must give ourselves to the cultiva- 
tion of social attitudes; and edu- 
cational civic attitudes must be in- 
doctrinated in times of peace. 

In considering the child, all of 
us ought to be prophets instead of 
priests if we. want to be human 
engineers. The key to the mora. 
is the little child. Teachers, in the 
grades from the first to the sixth 
must do the finest engineering. 
Every child is a sacred individual 
and must be treated a.s such. We 
have carried the methods of Mr. 
Ford too freely into our school 
systems. The real purpose ^of edu- 
cation is to make life abundant, 
therefore, all our tasks must be 
made meaningful. We must in- 
doctrinate in each pupil that, no 
American has any right to accept 
honor unless it is earned: that, 

citizenship is not an acceptance 
but a participation ; that, the great 
objective is a fine, beautiful home; 
and that, no nation can last with- 
out a spiritual basis. Education 
ought to answer: (a) What shall 

my life work be? (b) What kind 
of person shall my mate be? (c) 
Shall I put stuff or spirit in my 
life, stocks and bonds, or shall I 
be in possession of myself? The 
greatest asset in the world is 
America’s childhood. The teacher 
must labor, conscious of these fun- 
damentals, for a shadow of a spir- 
it cannot cast sunshine in a 
schoolroom. 

In our teaching, there is too 
much that is decorous and conven- 
tional. It is decorous and conve.n- 
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chances are that he will be a first 
rate good mature person. We can 
not, however, determine the possi- 
bilities of a child; heredity will do 
that. We can only help to deter- 
mine which of these possibilities 
shall work out. 

In matters of sex education, the 
teacher holds a responsible and ser- 
ious place. One great task is to 
teach children the meaning of ro- 
mance and to reveal the great 
truth, “that the laws of life run 
through all life.’’ 

There are two laws in American 
minds and spirit which will be 
found in proper living. (1) Taste, 
a certain sensitiveness which is a 
capacity to feel values. (2) Ob- 
jectivity, which involves the art of 
measurement and which directs the 
individual to disregard the lesser 
when a greater is available. For 
instance, man, in passion, sees the 
thing that is near so vividly that 
he loses sight of the distant and 
ultimately "discovers what a fool 
he was. The reason men fail to 
think is that it is a painful pro- 
cess. Now, why do we fail as 
teachers? Because we don’t think 
objectively. There is a great need 
that still remains a need. “Teach 
ers and scholars must create a 
philosophy of American life.’’ 
Again it w-as stressed that no na- 
tion can last without a spiritual 
basis for its citizenship and educa- 
tional strides.

Edward Amher.rt Ott, famous 
for his art of living lectures, ap- 
peared on the fifth number of the 
college lecture course, and spoke 
to a large audience of students, 
townspeople, and outsiders. His 
subject was “Sour Grapes,’’ a lec- 
ture that he has given in every 
state of the uion. 

True to expectation, the lecturer 
held his audience from start to 
finish and swayed it at will by his 
wit, humor, and pathos, or by the 
grandeur and beauty of his word 
pictures. Dr. Ott got his audience 
in a good humor immediately by 
telling a humorous storj’, and ther 
he proceeded to make clear the 
great significance of being born 
right, the basis of the lecture be- 
ing on heredity, and the influence 
of heredity, in which Dr. Ott is a 
confirmed believer. “It is a bless- 
ing to be born poor, but a curse, 
to be born POORLY. The greatest 
trouble lies not in educational 
processes, but in the home. There 
is no single instance of education 
making a normal child out of a 
moron — it can’t be done’’; these 
are some of his statements. 

No real justice can be done to 
the man or to his lecture by a 
written report, no one can under- 
stand the spell of his magnetic 
personality without having once 
heard him.

nell University, Lewisburg; and Miss 
Jean Dickinson, also an American 
missionary to China, but now home 
on furlough. 

'rhe first session opened on Friday 
evening, February 19, at 7 ;00 P. M. 
There were then gjv >.n some gen- 
eral discussions on uie situation in 
China as a general background or 
basis for the further discussions. 
Mr. Cranston led in the first discus-

in China; Confusianism, Taoism and 
Buddhism, and showing their rela- 
tion to Christianity.

sionaries of various denominations 
go together and establish schools 
for their children. In still other in- 
.stances the children are sent to 
Chinese schools, but this is very un- 
desirable for American missionaries 
who would have their children 
brought up under American Chris- 
tian teachers. 

Mr. Wu gave the last discussion 
of the evening on the subject, 
“China’s Awakening”. The causes 
of this awakening, he said, were : 
first, her new contact with western 
nations; second, the general condi- 
tions, such as internal wars, famines, 
EARL S. KIPP floods, and external oppression 

by other nations, which prevailed 
before China became a Republic; 
and, thii'd, a general awakening 
caused by the Great War. This 
I awakening means a democracy and 
a renaissance for China. The new 
movements are being expressed by 
better methods of learning, social 
reforms, the raise of an anti-Chris- 
tian spirit, nationalism, and an in- 
ternational feeling. 

Saturday morning after the de- 
votional exercises, Mr. Earl Crans- 
ton spoke about the “International 
Problems of China”. In this talk 
he told how China is continually 
exploited and dealt with unjustly by 
some of the large World Powers. 
Although China has been quite sub- 
missive, she is rapidly arising to de- 
mand justice from all nations that 
deal with her. 

Mr. Wu continued his discussion j 
on the “Racial Problem” in China, 
and showed what China’s relation 
now is to the other nations and 
what it may be in the future. As 
a race, the Chinese think themselves 
a superior people. I 

In her discussion on the “Educa- 
tional Problems”, Miss Dickinson 
presented a view of present educa- 
tional facilities and of the need for 
elementary as well as higher schools

As far as potentialities are concerned, the recent definite step to- 
ward the construction of a new gymnasium at the college is the greatest 
constructive act of the year and, in fact, of many years of E’town annals. 
A well-equipped gymnasium, competent to care for the physical interests 
of the whole student body, is now as never before a prerequisite of a 
college that wishes to grow in size, prestige, or popularity. 

It is unfortunately true that the construction of gymnasiums, sta- 
diums and bowls, has in many cases taken place at the expense of cul- 
tural education, and that “stadiumania” has been responsible for the 
tendency to spend more on bowls than on books, but such an objection 
can not be urged against the present project. It is as senseless to try to 
elude the normal appetencies of the college generation as it is disastrous 
to the college cultural morale to have all the students of the grandstand 
type. At Elizabethtown the gymnasium facilities have been for many 
years incompetent to provide properly for the physical recreation of the 
entire body, have cramped the intra-mural .sports and precluded the pos- 
sibility of any intercollegiate sports demanding a good gymnasium, more 
than any other factor. Consequently, the student vote was unanimously 
in favor of building a new gymnasium, and building it now.

WHAT THE EDITOR IS THINKING ABOUT 

As paradoxical as it may sound, the men’s debating teams have 
closed the most successful season ever, with a defeat. The 2-1 reverse 
at Ursinus was the first and only set-back of the season, which has un- 
doubtedly set the high-water mark of the inter-collegiate debating activ- 
ities of the school. This first venture into the fields of inter-collegiate 
activities has proved so profitable in the forming of new relations with 
other institutions, in bringing about contacts with new and stimulating 
ideas from the students of those institutions, and in developing a much- 
needed school spirit at Elizabethtown, that we are justified in believing 
that other forms of inter-collegiate competition would also be of similar 
benefit. Certainly with the projection of new facilities in the gymnasium 
line there is no reason to believe that Elizabethtown cannot develop a 
basket-ball team that would add almost as much to the prestige and pop- 
ularity of the college as has the debating venture. 


On Monday afternoon, March 
1, a group consisting of Misses 
Kimmel, Schlosser, and Conner, 
Messrs. Overdorf, Dieter, and Buy- 
er, set out to hear the debate be- 
tween the E. C. affirmative and 
Ursinus negative teams at Ursinus 
College, Collegeville.

Ghapel Speakers 

February 22 — Professor A. P. 
Wenger spoke on, “When He Came 
to Himsell!,” using Luke 15:17 as a 
text. . He spoke of it as an opening 
through which we can see the pro- 
loundest operations of the heart. He 
said there are three qualities that 
are entitled to true manhood. 
These three reasons are: 1. Reason, 
that directs our conduct; 2. Moral 
sense of knowing right and wrong; 

3. Spiritual nature ready and will- 
ing for spiritual things. 

Februai'y 23— Miss Wolgemuth 
spoke on the significance and beauty 
of the Lord’s Prayer. 

February 24 — Martha Martin 
spoke on “Christ Healing the Ten 
Lepers”. She told why we should 
be thankful to God and express it. 
“Meditate on your mercies and you 
will minimize your miseries.” 

February 26 — Professor Daniel 
Myers spoke on ”How may we make 
Christ more real in our lives?” He 
said, “First we must come to Him, 
then learn of Him and then serve 
Him.” “Go ye and teach unto man- 
kind.” 

March 1 — President Ober spoke 
on Neh. 5:15. “So did not I, be- 
cause of the fear of God.” Some 
of the thoughts he gave us were: 
We own our bodies. How do we 
care for them? Besides our boilies 
we own ourselves. What we build 
up is our character. What about 
our investments we are making in 
life? Investments should be safe 
and return dividends. Tak,e good 
care of your investments. “We can 
never harm anyone else without 
harming ourselves.” 

March 2 — Professor Schlosser 
read from Joshua 1. He said there 
are three kinds of people; 1. People 
of facts; 2, Practical folks related 
to thing and 3, Folks who are 
idealists. 

Mai’ch 3 — Professor Nye read 
from Luke 4. 

March 4 — Professor A. C. Baugh- 
er spoke on man as created in the 
image of God. He took his text 
from Genesis 2. He said all men 
were made in the image of God. 
All are classed as our brothers, 
therefore we should not call another 
a “nigger”, a fuzzy-wuzzy”, or a 
“wop”, for we are his brother, 
created in the image of God. We 
can committ two sins, against the 
body and against the personality. 
“When we respect one as a brother 
we honor the image of God.” 

March 5 — Professor J. I. Baugher 
spoke on the “Vision of Life”. He 
said there are three kinds of peo- 
ple: Those with a vision, the vis- 
ionary, and those with neither -a 
vision nor visionary, like the cattle 
We must have a vis- 
ion preceding us to lead us ever 
onward to newer, better and higher 
things. “Have a vision to hold to, 
and look up to.” 

March 8 — Professor Gingrich 
spoke on “Eugenics and euthenics”. 
He said: “Eugenics” is breeding up 
society. Euthenics is bring up so- 
ciety by force of environment. 
Charge and purify the environment 
and you will purify the individual. 
Good breeding and good environ- 
ment alone will not always make a 
good person, it is up to the individ- 
ual. “It is up to you and me, we 
must be pure in mind and in 
ideals.” 

March 10 — Professor Marburger 
used as his text, John 17:22. Glory 
comes from God, honor from man. 
We honor a president or king, but 
we glorify God. Honor is bestowed 
on the outside. We should have 
the glory that was given us shining 
and radiating out of our life to the 
lives of others. 

March 11 — Reverend Mr. Funk, 
of Reading, spoke with Revelations 
21:4 as his text. God will assuage 
our tears of introspection and of 
retrospection.

Lincoln University Quintette 


RBliJrned Missionarif 
Spoaks In GhapBl 

F. H. Crumpacker, missionary to 
China for eighteen years, spoke to 
the Student body in Chapel Tues- 
day morning on “Present Condi- 
tions in China.” There are, he 
says, two great movements taking 
place in China to-day. The first 
of these is the political uprising 
caused by the jealousies that exist 
between the military leaders of the 
different provinces of that great 
republic. These uprisings are con- 
stantly agitating the people. The 
other movement, the greater of the 
two, is the Youth Movement. The 
Youth Movement there is cham- 
pioned not only by the youth of 
China, but by all who are break 
ing away from the old traditional 
Chinese superstitions. This move- 
ment is very powerful and far 
reaching in its influence and is 
watched -with deepest interest es- 
pecially by the missionaries who 
are living there, for the way this 
gigantic pendulum swings will 
largely determine whether the Mis- 
sionary’s task shall be made easier 
or more difficult. When the Chin- 
ese, the flindus, and the Moham- 
medans are asked what is their 
only hope to unite the diverse and 
opposing factors in their nations, 
their reply is “Christ is the only 
hope and the only Power that can 
bring together these divided peo- 
ples.” 

Reverend Crumpacker had spok- 
en on the preceding Sunday in the 
Elizabethtown Church. Sunday 
morning, he discussed three great 
problems which every missionary 
to China must face on the field: 
illiteracy and the educational prob- 
lem, the wretched condition of 
woman in China, and the problem 
of “cleaning up.” On Sunday eve- 
ning, his subject was “Steward- 
ship.” F. H. Crumpacker was our 
first missionary to China, and he 
comes back to the American peo- 
ple and to the Church with a 
challenge to greater and fuller re- 
alization of the big task that is 
yet unfinished.

REORGANIZE 

The advent of the Y. M. C. A. 
has necessitated the reorganization 
of both the boys’ and girls’ wel 
fare associations and the Volun- 
teers. The Volunteers are working 
on their reorganization plans, and 
expect to submit their plans to the 
faculty before long. The girls’ 
welfare has not yet begun work on 
the necessary alterations to their 
constitution, but the committee of 
the boys’ welfare has finished the 
work of recasting and submitted 
the new constitution to the faculty. 

Under the direction of Profess- 
or A. C. Baugher, the constitution 
of the new Y. M. C. A. has taken 
form and is now also in the hands 
of the faculty for consideration 
The constitution has been modeled

“CHANGING STYLES IN FORENSIC” 

We reprint the following article from the “Washington Collegian” 
of Washington College, Maryland, because it expresses in a commanding 
way some of the ideas that we have long held regarding the noble art of 
forensics, although we do not believe that all the criticisms of the “con- 
ventional debate” are entirely justified. The article follows: 

Stephen Leacock, a jester of international repute, who in his sober 
moments teaches political science at McGill University, says harsh words 
about the conventional debate: 

“Some huge subject is selected, as broad as the continent and as 
comprehensive as the census. The subject selected, the two college 
champions descend into the bowels of the library. And beside their ac- 
tivities a brooding hen and a maternity hospital are not in it for ex- 
pectancy. And the victory goes to v^hatever side has more completely 
swallowed the census and makes a longer ari-ay of citations of statistics. 
(Here we are inclined to differ a little bit with Mr. S. L.) 

“The proper method would be exactly the reverse. The real prep- 
aration for that debate is to think about it, to get keen about it. Any 
student who can’t think ought not to be a champion, he should study to 
be a professor. A subject of interest, defying exhaustive statistical treat- 
ment; relatively short notice; rather than the collection of material; the 
attempt to speak what is in one’s mind, not the repetition of what came 
out of someone else’s — these are the things that make a real debate.” 

Traditional machinery is also banned. “Foi-mal dress, when the 
audience consists of thirty men in knickers and sheepskins! (Although we 
must admit that such is NOT the case at Elizabethtown College) ‘Duty 
of th(* negative’ — memorized oratory, ‘no constructive argument ad- 
vanced in rebuttal’ foolishness! Is debate an artificial game of verbal 
fencing, or is it training to think, to investigate with something of the 
scientific method, to honestly convince an audience?” 

Due to the visits of the British debate teams, American intercolleg- 
iate debating is moving away from the heavy, fact-laden debates. Sev- 
eral debates this year have been in a light vein, permitting humor and 
satirical thrusts. Stanford University, the University of California, and 
the University of California (Southern branch) recently held triangular 
debates on the question: Resolved, that the type of man exemplified by 
Babbitt can be vindicated. Instead of judges, the decision, was rendered

THE HEAD OF WORLD SUNDAY 
SCHOOL MOVEMENT SPEAKS 
IN CHAPEL 


Doctor Poole, pastor of the 
Christ Church ih London, England, 
delivei-ed a stirring address to the 
students in chapel on April 22. 
Dr. Price, assistant secretary of 
the association, accompanied Dr. 
Poole, and conducted the devotion- 
al exercises of the morning. The 
newly organized ladies’ quartet, 
and the men’s quartet, both sang 
one selection on the occasion. 

Dr. Poole opened his address by 
recommending to the students five 
books that reflect the revolt of 
youth, that is seemingly taking 
place in the world today. At the 
outset of his address he seized upon 
the interest of his audience and 
held it throughout by his magnetic 
personality and marvelous com- 
mand of the English language. 
To drive home his message. Dr. 
Poole drew repeatedly from the 
wide experience that he has had 
in all parts of the world in the 
pursuance of his duties, and from 
his comprehensive historical know- 
ledge explained the age-old forces 
that are underlying the present 
conditions of unrest in the world. 

He declared that the unrest, 
that is now prevalent among the 
youth of all nations, is not, as has 
been stated, due to the “fellow- 
ship of a common disillusionment,” 
but, on the contrary, “the fellow- 
ship of a common vision. There ia 
a ferment in the minds of youth,

the depth of which has never been 
fathomed. We can not expect the 
youth of today to go back to the 
traditional ways of thinking; eith- 
er, we must go on with them or 
get off.” In this connection, he 
further declared, “The privileges 
of democracy are superb — the 
Monroe Doctrine, as a distinctively 
American doctrine that has grown 
up with the nation, is in dire need 
of re-statement, revision, and re- 
interpretation in the light of the 
world situation at present. The 
policy of isolation that America 
has long fondly upheld, is no long- 
er tenable, practical, or CHRIST- 
IAN.” 

“We must not forget to inter- 
pret the present in the light of 
the experiences of the ages, as re- 
vealed by history. God can not 
trust the destiny of a people upon 
those who live for the time only. 
The America of 1926 can profit by 
the examples of Babylonia, Greece, 
and Rome: self-realization in the 
presence of unreality is the pres- 
age of national decadence — There 
is a grave danger of a false phil- 
osophy deluding a people into self- 
destruction. 

“The greatest single challenge to 
Christianity in the world at present 
lies in the restless and disrupted 
conditions of the minds of the 
people of many nations, prominent 
among which is Turkey. 

“The problems of today may be 
faced in one of three different 
moods: in a mood of complacency, 
a mood of complaint, or in a mood 
of consecration. Redruin lies along 
the line of complacency — No mat- 
ter whether the national cry be 
‘America First!”, Deutschland 
ueber AllesI”, or “Rule Britan 
nia!”, there exists in each the 

same un-Christian spirit that de- 
feats every effort toward the real- 

ization of the brotherhood of man. 
With our riches, how patriotism 

does ride in various garbs! Those 
who approach in a mood of com- 
plaint need to come into a concepr 
tion of the utter contemptibleness 
of their colossal egotism. The on- 
ly mood remaining open to youth 
is that of consecration of its im- 
mense capacity for enthusiastic 
saci'ifice and service — the challenge 
to do its very best. 

“The scientist has shown us that 
there is enough potential energy 
in a particle of radium that can 
be conveniently held on the point 
of a small pen-knife to lift one 
million tons to the height of Mont 
Blanc. The assertions and dis- 
coveries of the scientists make us 
feel like dwarfs. Is not there suf- 
ficient power in the salvation of 
Jesus Christ to lift a world out 
of the slough of doubt, corruption, 
and materialism up to the breast 
of God?”

While, it is undoubtedly true that around each familiar spot and 
building of the campus there are clustered pleasant memories and tra- 
ditions for many of the students of Elizabethtown College, we believe 
that there is still much room for those kinds of traditions that are fos- 
tered by a yearly observance of certain special occasions in certain spots.

Gettysburg College last year instituted 
a new custom that is cei’tainly worthy of emulation: the annual Mother’s 
Day is celebrated by having as many of the mothers of the college stu- 
dents present at the college on that day as is possible, and of then hav- 
ing a special program suitable to the occasion. Another feature of th* 
Gettysburgers that could well be adopted at our college is that of giving 
a banquet to all the members of the debating association at the close of 
the season. Such a practice would undoubtedly serve to hold the debat- 
ing associations together throughout the year. This will be all the more 
feasible next year when each student will be obliged to give a dollar 
toward the expenses of the debating association, as is common in the 
other colleges now, and then making the admittance to the debates free 
to everyone. 

More college spirit, more beauty of traditions, more lasting memor- 
ials! Let’s make “Alma Mater” mean more to ourselves and to the 
world !

EDITORIAL COGITATIONS 

Four months of active management of the “Times” have convinced 
the editor that while the most common expression of retiring editors of 
college newspapers may be “All’s well that ends well”, that there is still 
room to believe that many aspects of journalism might fittingly be com- 
mented upon eloquently thus: “The comedy of errors”. 

More specifically this: the method of election of the staff of the 
“Times” could be improved upon — if it was abolished. The method of 
appointment of those best qualified for positions on the staff, by one who 
is able to select the same, is the only feasible one if the whole business 
is to be taken seriously by the staff members. To properly cover the ac- 
tivities of a college the size of Elizabetthown, a larger paper is needed, 
or the alternative of a weekly publication. The price of the “Times” is 
insufficient according to present conditions, and should be raised to at 
least $1.60 a year. 

There seems to be a lack of the kind of journalistic complex that 
results in the highest type of college newspaper : this lack could undoubt- 
edly be remedied by the organization of a course in journalism and by
